There arc several hundred citizens 
in St. Joseph who are suffering great 
mental agitation over tho poeslbility 
that tho bill for tho division of tho city 
into four wards will not become a law 
before the spring election. 


These same citizens say that it is 
taking a wonderfully long time to get 
the bill in question through the lcgls> 
lature and they are Inclined to view 
the dilatory muvcments of tho bill as a 
snap game manipulated by a few St. 
Joseph politicians who aro desirous of 
the city remaining in its present condi­ 
tion for another year. 


The clti/.ens who are nettled by the 
fear that Bi.\ aldermen may guard tho 
city’s interest another year are resi 
dents of the extreme Southern part of 
the eity. These people claim that they 
have been neglected In an uni>ardon 
able manner;that they have been denied 
not only the luxuries but the necessities 
to a comfortable existence, all because 
their representative in the council 
lived iu the business and thickly popu 
lated portion of the city, far removed 
from them, and was most gi’catly in­ 
terested In imnrovements which bene- 
lilted tho locality in which he resided. 


“ When we complained of our op­ 
pression,” said ono of these citizens to 
T h e N e w s today, “and insisted on 
|{nowing why we were not permUted to 
havu sewers and the cesspools In our 
streets drained the oiilv eonselation re­ 
ceived was a command lo move lo the 
loeality where sueh bcnelltM were to bo 
enjoyed. 
Wo are all poor people, com­ 
paratively speaking, and sought loca­ 
tions where proiierty was cheap that 
we might secure our own homes at tho 
smallest ixissiblo expenditure. 


“W^o^ro tuxed.to maintain sowers, 
a wate%f»^’(kteto"imd‘cleetric lights fur 
the enj. ymênt of the richer and more 
fortunate citizens. 'These nocesslties 
are all denied us. The legislation in 
St. Joseph’lias l)cen for theclasgo.>j, and 
we havo been most shamefully neg­ 
lected. There are i>eoi)le llvlnij in tiiu 
vicinity of Forres and l’^irÉt avenues 
wljose homes are unfll for liubitation 
because of their unhealthful condition. 
Their collars contain from ono to three 
feet of water which has llowcd in from 
streets, the gutters 
of

commissioner should long aRo have re­ 
moved. 
Fools of water, which could 
be drained with a little work, are 
standintf In tho streets.

Arc Praying that the Ward Division 


Bill Will Pass Before the 


Serins Election. 


There are several hundred citizens 


iu St. Joseph who arc suffering great 
mental agitation over the possibility 
that the bill for the division of tho city 
into four wards will not become a law 
before tho spring election. 


These samo citizens gay that it its 


taking a wonderfully longtime to get 
the bill iu. question through the legis- 
lature and they arc. inclined to view 
tho dilatory.movements of tho bill as ii 
snap game manipulated by a few St. 
Joseph politicians who arc desirous of 
the city remaining in its present condi- 
tion for another year. 


The eiti/.ens who are nettled by the 


fear that six aldermen may guard the 
city's interest another year are resi- 
dents of the extreme southern part of 
the city. These people chum that they 
have been neglected in un unpardon- 
able mamierjthat they have been denied 
not only the luxuries but the necessities 
to a comfortable existence, all because 
their representative in tho council 
lived in the business and thickly popu- 
lated portion of the city, far removed 
from them, and was most greatly in- 
terested in improvements which benc- 
littcd tho locality in which ho resided. 


"When we complained of our op- 


pression," said one of these citizens to 
THE NEWS today, "and insisted, on 
knowing" why we were not permuted to 
have sowers and the cesspools in our 
streets drained the oulv consolation re- 
ceived was a command to move to the 
locality where such benefits were to be 
enjoyed. "Wo are all poor people, com- 
paratively speaking, and suught loca- 
tions where property was cheap that 
wo might secure our own homes at the 
smallest possible expenditure. 


"We are .taxed,to maintain sewers, 


a watoV'sj'jitc^nVaiid-'electric lights for 
the onjVyincnt of the richer and more 
fortunate citizens. 'These necessities 
are all denied us. The legislation.in 
Si, Joseph" has been for the classes, and 
we have been most shamefully neg- 
lected. There are people living in the 
vicinity of Forrcs and First avenues 
whose homes arc unfit for habitation 
because of their unhcalthful condition. 
Their cellars contain from one to three 
feet of water which has llowed in from 
streets, the gutters 
of which arc 


clogged by rubbage which the street 
commissioner should long ago have re- 
moved. Pools of water, which could 
bo drained with n little work, are 
standing in tho streets. 1 tell you we 
people arc tired of this sort of business 
anil we will be happy when we get four 
wards.:' 


With the eight aldermen which the 


division of the city into four wards 
makes necessary the complaining resi- 
dents hope to get representation in the 
council from which they may expect 
SUCH: benefit. 
They maintain that at 


least one of-the aldermen from their 
respective wards will be selected from 
among their number aud will be inter- 
ested in seeing; that the i-emote por- 
tions of the city enjoys a few of the im- 
provements which it is claimed have 
iiitherto been the possession of the 
wealthier classes who live in the more 
central portion of the city. 


It is claimed that in the selection of 


aldermen it has always happened that 
men, who had business blocks and 
whose residences stood on prominent 
streets near tho commercial centre of 
the town, were favored with the oflico. 
They consequently had little interest 
in extending the sewers or water mains 
or making1 any improvement that did 
not benelit ihe locality where they 
lived, 
if MIIH condition, prevails no 


surprise should bo expressed over the 
ambition of the suffering residents to 
get the ward division bill passed before 
the next municipal election.
